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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's remarks filed 10/1/08. 

The previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn from consideration. 
Claims 1, 2, 5-15 are presently pending. 

Claims 6-11, 13 and 14 have been withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Each of independent claims 1 and 12 recites that the apparatus/method is configured 
to display (claim 1), or displays (claim 12) "at least a map relating to navigation an video 
content form a plurality of sources", which brings into question whether there are a plurality of 
sources for both (each of) the "navigation" and "video" content, or just for the "video content" 
itself, rendering the claims indefinite. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 12 and 15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
